rorki of pentantut utility, forma no pre-

•rlf. We think the forrgoing rriultt 
'learly enlitle ut lo claim the precedent 
at one exactly in point. The male chil- 
dren and the female children and adultt, 
whom our immigration fund introduce! 
into the colony, though for the present 
Ito utt the word io indignantly eichewtd 
hy Mri.

bably requite another loan of at Icaet « million 
for a rimilarputpoa*. It would b* better, he 
thought, to li^nit the production of the colony, 
than lo run lh* risk of incurring «o luge a 
debt nf would be thu. entailed upon thuit pos- 
Leri-.y, for the only purpose* for which BUCli a 
Jcbr should bo contracted waa for an important 
poblie work, which would endure for agta to 
coma. The debt of Canada waa contracted for 
purpoft* of this nature, and is the close of the 
liability at present proposed wta a si rail ir one, 
ina MM of being a mere temporary relief for * 
year or two, be ahould not be io strongly op- 
posed lo it. If any precis* itun Wat named, 
a* that for which the coaual 
and terriiort«l retenut could afford security, 
hie objijction* would be in part lomowed I but 
aa the matter si prcaent Blood, tha Hem* flo- 
venimeut, preaaed as il waa by the pauperUm 
of lis rwpulatiun, night petbaja authorise a 
Loan of a anil lion and a half, the burthen o f 
which would be no leu thm £12(t,00r> a year. 

Mi. ItOHLXSOX auppurted the original rc

[llurltn- the above hddtcaa, whieh wet leld 
hy Mr. Illund Horn . manuscript which he had 
before bun. the speaker wsj three time* inler. 
fupted, upon the ground that to tead a apeech 
wu at T.vinnco wiib the practice of ihe Home 
nf Commons, and vu, consequently, a breach 
of tlie regulation, of tliat Council! tin the 
hut oreasinn B aonaiderable discuaaion took 
place upon this point, and it apr eared lo be 
the opinion of all who took* upon the aubject 
thai the proceeding of Mr. Bland waa inegu. 
l it, nnd one whieh could not be allowed with- 
out riolating the rolea of lh* Council, and 
cxtabli-hiug a dxugeroua precedent for auch a 
violation Thi* npiniim being uuuomred iu by

Mr. LOWE. . m i ■■; hit grstitu le, in com- 
mon wiih the whole of the community, to the 
honorable gentleman who had brought for- 
ward there resolution*, for tht care and atten- 
tion which he had devoted to ihi* important 
subject ; but regret ted hit inability to aupport 
t cas reaiiluiiima, from a conviction that the 
third resolution waa at variance wiih the 
Ui pun. on which il professed to be grounded. 
If thi i resolution wat not lured un the Ue- 
pori, it resolved iuelf into a trier* tuggeati-m 
on the psrt ol lb* Coiot il to the Home 
llorcmmenl, that there area ample teeurity 
in the land and territorial revenue! for a 
loan in old uf iinraigiilion ; and if 
tht. wss only lo be looked upon aa an abstract 
JiropositiuD, he regsrded it 0* on* which 
it wa* beneath the dignity of thai House to 
advance. Looking at it, however, in it* 
natural light aa an nrguioi nt advanced to the 
Homo tlove.nm.ent, (or the purpose nf urging 
ih« propriety of al once rontiaeting auch a 
Loan, it waa atill mire nbjeetinnabTe i aa it 
would have the effect of pledging tliat IIouu lo 
a concurrence in thia course of dealing with 
ihe reronuea am whieh they hnd already 
claimed a control on their own behall* In 
tlio eotemh page of the Itep itt, a reference wax 
made lo the iasue, hy the Executive Ifcivstrn- 
□feiit. of Uelenture. to the extent of £ IDo.iiOD, 
in aniicipation of the auiplua Crown revenue*, 
tut tlie purpose of covering the immigration of 
the years mil and IHI,;; hut there was no- 
t dog In the whole ltepiirt which could Va 
regarded a* a rer.omTieml.iion for a loan aa 
was now ^ri-poaed. Ho waa aa much alive wa 
any one to Ike importance of Immigration, and 
should lie glad to see the importation nf irnhiJ- 
gr.nls iiicTCaaell *W inofpiifnar , but the House 
had tauten up a peculiar poaiiion with reference 
tot' to casual and territorial revenue, and no 
argntuemx which could be addueeit, howevtiv 
cogent, should indnre ihem to dopnn from thai 
petition, uideaa it wa* Lirtt ahown to be an 
I'rroneouf ono. They had placed before the

thut tht fact of that House hating put forward 
a claim to lhe control of thewo revenue* should 
operate a* any- bar to the proposed lout, or 
that they would be at all departing from their 
prcriou* petition by recommending it ; for In 
the event uf their demand* being complied 
with, the revenue* might he handed over to 
them, tubject Lo thia charge, aa had been 
done in the east- of Canada. Th* honorable 
menibet dwelt strongly upon tha ndvan'tge* 
which would be derived by Iha colony by 
It* incrcaen in population, wealth, and im- 
portance, through th* medium of a propiv 
aupnlj nfitnmigranta, and concluded by ob- 
serving, that al tho ugh in a eounirj like 
Canada, fvLcre, in consequence of iu proximity 
lo England, an abundant aupply of labour 
could bo a tcured without expenditure, ho 
thoulrl be inclined to agree With thOve who 
opposed lh* present proposition ; it wa* vory 
dithmint In a colony Bo far removed from 
Ihe mother country as New South Walca, 
where even If a loon waa to be negociated 
for the purpose, of an Important public work, 
at tuggeated by lb* last aptakwr, there waa 
not humelcht labour for tha purpose of carry-, 
in* it into execution. 

Mr, fiAHVALL Billed, thu had it not 
lam for bit ocnrictloc of lb* necessity of 
unwimity upon thi* important subject, he 
ahould bar* been ilitpoaed to tuggeat aorat 
Trrbsl antendrjienls in the reaolutioni before 
the House, in order that tha adeantagca of 
imihiiriillDn to the labounr *ho«ld b* ** fully 
atalr-if aa it. adrantagc* to tha employer, but 
in principt* he wis favourable to these re- 
tololion*: for he deemed it of the utmost im- 
portance that * proper supply of labour 
•huuld be procured lo meet the want* of lhe 
colony, Judgtnw from th«irpa*l experience, 
he waa convinced that unlesa inch a supply 
w*i anaured, they would apeedilw be sub- 
jected to a ruinous increase in tho rat* of 
wage*, and at a natural consequence 
to * similar g rename n* that ftom 
whieh the colony wa* gradually recovering, or 
that they would have to procure labour nt ihe 
mutt objectionable dr*&riplion from the aiflter 
oo'tuiy of Van Llicmcn'a Land; he waa it a 
'mb to conceive how any »uch court* aa tint 
nuw ptopoaod on to* pail of the House could 
be ronnttned into an tat of subserviency to ihe 
Uo'ernineol. or onn which could affect in- 
juriously tho ciein which had been nut forw.rd 
by lhe Houae, for the control of those 
tevciun : so fir ftom this being the cut, it 
would merely amount to an expresaion of 
opinion on th* part of thia Itouao a. to th* way 
in which they desired ihem lo be disposed of, 

Mr. in IWMAN tupporttd Lht original 
res tlu lino*, contending tti.it th* caLuny snbrded 
antneient no ana. under ncoper arrangement*, 
for the employment of l2,H'n iminigranta 
annually, and that a proper tupply of lahiiur 
would bo one of the grealcat bleaaingt which 
could be conferred upon it. 

Mr. WINDBlfBH contended, with lh- 
honnrabta member for bit. Vincent, that but 
littlo reapect had been paid lo the wishes of 
the Hoose, which waa all tliat could be urged 
upon the promt occasion. *> they possessed 
no power of doing anything beyond the bar* 
rcoatnmendBlign of a loan. Th* only necsaion 
in which *ny deference had been paid to their 
opinion waa, when they bad happened io 
coincide wiih thoaoof trie Executive, and in 
the prrtenl Inabanco the fjovimment would 
be glad enough to have the Council pledged to 
a principle which had a, ready been aotrd upon 
by the former in lhe mue of dtbentur**, with- 
out eonaultUig them at all. Uc objected 
etrongly lo any legislative measure for rrgu* 
lattng the rat* of wage, hy forcing a aupr ly of 
labour m e the market, t* on* which the Ifauat 
had no right lo adopt, with lefstene* lo the 
■nteraat* of the bulk of it* constituents : for 
th* majorllv waa composed of th* reeeiveva of 
wnges. and might wery jually eflmplain thsy 
had Seen aubjscl*d to a class legi.lation for the 
advantage of the employes* . The ordinary 
prior i [do which governed rale* of w*gel in new 
countries, wa* not that ths labourer ahould 
get what he could afford to work for, but
